“Yes, I'm in favor of goals, 
quotas, timetables -- and a 
colorblind society,” Hastings 
said. “Come up with an alterna- 
tive for affirmative action, and 
I'll give up quotas, goals and 
timetables.” 

Hastings said that fhe Rea- 
gan adminsitration “has told 
every minority person that they 
don't care about you,” calling it 
“the most insensitive adminis- 
tration in the history of the Uni- 
ted States...”

The extraordinary breadth an 
depth of such a response dem- 
onstrates the absolute paranoia 
under which the racist South 
African regime is operating -- 
and the desperate measures it 
will take to maintain its tenuous 
hold on that nation. Indeed, as it 
attempts to maintain its control 
by stifling all dissent, it destabil- 
izes the moral authority of mod- 
erate leaders like Nobel laureate 
Desmond Tutu and Allan 
Boesak, and forces Black South 
Africans into the arms of more.

‘McCullion be fired. The gover- 
nor, after some deliberation, 
decided to give McCullion a 30- 
‘ day suspension. 


A remark of such extraordi- 
nary ineptness and venality, 
spoken before 500 people, cer- 
tainly deserves punishment.

Congress needs to act 


By JOHN E. JACOB 


Eighteen years after passage of 
the Fair Housing Act, America is 
more rigidly segregated than it 
was in 1968, with more black fami- 
lies restricted to all-black neigh- 
bdtfioods: At the current rate of 
Black penetration into majority 
neighborhoods, we're some fifty 
years away from open housing. 

The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development estimates 
there are two million instances of 
racial discrimination in housing 
each year -- and all but a very'small 
handful are ignored. The few that 

* result in filed complaints of dis- 
crimination and.in law suits barely 


indicate the depth and degree of- 


housing discrimination today. 

Some years ago HUD con- 
ducted a study that found Blacks 
were discriminated against in 72 
percent of rental cases and 48 per- 
cent of private home sales: 

Black homebuyers and renters 
know that their efforts to secure 
decent housing are impeded by 
the still-powerful forces of dis- 
crimination that can be traced 
throughout the entire real estate 
chain. 

There is discriminatory repres- 
entation -- where Black buyers or 
renters aretold the home they app- 

‘ lied for is off the market when it 
has actually been held for white 
buyers or fenters. 

There is racial steering -- where 
Blacks are denied access to Ccer- 
tain neighborhoods or buildings 
and steered toward others. 

There is blockbusting -- where 
white flight is stimulated by 
unscrupulous agents trying to fat- 
ten commission income regard- 
less of the harm done to 
communities. 

There is redlining by insurance 
and banks; discriminatory financ- 

ing that places a “Black tax” on 
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Fair housing 


minority homebuyers; and a wide 
range of other devices that operate 
to keep equal access to housing a 
dream, not a reality. 

Most of those devices are illegal, 
so most housing discrimination 
takes subtle forms. No one says 
“no Blacks allowed” but through 
subterfuge and silent understand- 
ings, discrimination flourishes. 

We ought to have more to show 
for 18 years of a federal fair hous- 
ing law than just driving discrimi- 
nation underground, where it is 
still effective and deadly. 

Today, a priority must be to 
marshall support for a new federal 
housing discrimination measure 
to plug the holes in the existing 

| law. ‘ 

The combination of loopholes 
and lax enforcement has made the 
Fair Housing Act relatively ineffec- 
tive just as the hoysing crunch for 
minorities is worsening, with the 
stock of affordable housing 
shrinking and little new housing 
for low-income families being 
built. 

The inability of the Fair Housing 
~ Act to stem the rising tide of hous- 
ing discrimination is rooted in its 
narrow coverage and its inade- 
quate enforcement provisions. 

For several years the Congress 
has considered amendments to 
the Act that would put some 
enforcement teeth in it. And each 
year it has failed to pass those 
amendments. Now it is again con- 
sidering a bill that would streng- 
then and extend the fair housing 
law. 

Unless that bill is passed fair 
housing will never be a reality. The 
victims of discrimination must 
have access to fair hearings and 
the initiators of discrimination 
must get stiff penalties for their 
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illegal acts.

300 Columbus citizens heard 
the carrier of a worldwide 
name urge his audience to 
fight for those values his father 
stood for. 

Martin Luther King II!, speak- 
ing at the Ohio Historical Cen- 
ter, told the audience that it 
had a responsibility to help 
feed the hungry/ and create 
justice and peace in a war- 
ravaged world if.it is to fulfill 
the dream that his father, Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., held. 

King was in Columbus for 
the opening—of-an—exhibit, 
sponsored by the McDonald's 
Restaurants, entitled ‘‘His

State legislator attacks So ee 
OSU admissions policy —__ ritmo ass

Columbus joined the rising- 
chorus of opponents to the se- 
lective admissions policy which 
the Ohio State University is 
preparing to enact to reduce 
enrollment, calling it “devastat- 
ing” to Black students. 

A group of students and fac- 
ulty members have-already at- 
tacked the proposal as being 
geared toward middle-class 
white Students, and away from 
the needs of inner-city Black 
students. 

In February, OSU President 
Dr. Edward Jennings enunci- 
ated the need to reduce the 
number of first-quarter fresh- 
men admitted to the school in 
the fall, due to a state-ordered 
enroilment ceiling. 

The idea of a higher ceiling 
for enrollment to the university 
was given to a special Council 
on Admissions and Registra- 
tion, which proposed a plan in 
which, among other things, a 
student would have to bein the 
top one-third of his graduating 
class to be assured admission 
to OSU. 

Other factors to be consider- 
ed would be the school's cur- 
riculum, and the student's 
grades and test scores. 

Historically, Black students 
have done more poorly on 
standardized tests than white 
students. 

An OSU student named Greg. 
Weiss, speaking at a rally of the 
International Committee A- 


gainst Racism on the OSU- | 


campus argued, “we're using 
critetia biased toward Myself 
and white students.” 

Black students currently 
make up 4.6 percent of the total 
population of OSU -- a figure 
which ranks it among the low- 
est in the Big 10. Northwestern, 
which is a private school with 
high academic standards, has 

“approximately 8 percent of its 
students who are Black. 

- “Selective admissions is go- 
ing to be devastating,” Ray Mill- 
ersaid. “When you talk abouta 
palicy that requires that you be 
in the top one-third of your 
class, and enrollment gets cut 
off in February, that is going to 
be a real serious problem in 
terms of access to higher 
education.” ‘ 

_ Miller asserted that the prob- 
jem will be particularly difficult 
for Black students in the Cen- 
tral ‘Ohio area.
